On August 9, 11^3, Lt. William Galliot, Fir»t 
Din trie t. How. Orleans, Louisiana Police Department, 
advlsad that tha following porocna had boon arrooted on 
Canal Street between Earonno and Carondslet Streets on 
that date and ohargoA wl£h disturbing tho peace i Lee H, 
Oswald, Carlos Jose Srlnguior, Celfo Kaoario Hornandoa 
and Miguel Mariano. 

Lt. Oaillot aoid that Oswald, who claimed to bo 
a member of the "Fair Play For Cuba Coocnittco - , waa passing 
out literature and bocaiso involved in an argument with 
throe Cuban refugees, nanoly Bricguior, Homandoz and 
Mariano, who wore ef filiated with the Cuban Student 
Directorate. Tho following material was being disseminated 
by Oswald! a yellow leaflet captioned, "Hands Off Cuba 
an application to Join tho "Fair Piny For Cuba Committee 
and a pamphlet entitled, "The Crime Against Cuba by 
Corliss Lament. 

Tho records of the Now Orloona Polloo Depart- 
ment under Arrest Number 112-723 wore examined on 
August 27, 1963. Those records showed that Oswald was 
arrested on August 9, 1363» by Lt. William Oaillot and 
Patrolmen F. Hayward and F. Wilson of tho_Firnt District. 

He was charged with Tdloturbing tho poaora by creating a 
so one", Tho rooordo showed that Oswald claimed to bo a 
member of tha "Fair Play For Cuba Committee” and was

Off loo of tho Clerk of Court, 
Municipal Court, 501 North Rampart Street, advised on 
August 28, 1963, that Oavnld appeared before Second 
Municipal Court Judga Bdwln A. Baby Ion. on August 12, 1903# 
and entered a plea of guilty to tho charge 0 f dio turbine 
the peace by oroatinu; & occno and was uentenoed to pay a 
fino of $10.00 or serve ton day® in Jail. Oswald elected 
to pay tho fine. ISr. I/ssallu edvlffiad that tha throo 
pora one arrested with Oswald wore discharged. 
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
